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Two additional helicopters 
were assigned this week to 
the Angeles National Forest 
for fire prevention and fire 
control work during the com¬ 
ing Labor Day week-end, as 
weil as the remainder of this 
critical fire season. 

Three helicopters are now 
based in the local forest, ac¬ 
cording to Richard F. Droege, 
Angeles Forest Supervisor. 
All are privately owned air¬ 
craft on contract 1o the For¬ 
est Service. A “Hiller 12-E” 
helicopter, one of the new 
assignments, will be based 
on the Saugus District of the 
Forest at the San Francis- 
quito Forest Station, approx¬ 
imately 50 miles north of 
Newhall. 

Mr. Droege said that a 
“Helitack" crew will work 
with this aircraft on fire 
assignments. This is a three- 
man crew trained to jump 
approximately 7 to 10 feet 
to the ground from the heli¬ 
copter in inaccessible moun¬ 
tain areas. 

A “SIKORSKY S-55" will 
join tlw regularly stationed 
“Bell G-2’’ helicopter at the 
Chilao Heliport on Angeles 
Crest Highway. The “Sikor¬ 
sky” is much larger than the 
other two, capable of carry¬ 
ing four to six men at one 
time with equipment. 

Droege cautioned everyone 
to be 'extra careful in the 
mountain area over the La¬ 
bor Day week-end. Certain 
portions of the Forest re¬ 
main closed to public entry 
due to fire hazard and for 
public safety, while the ma¬ 
jor highways and recreation 
areas will remain open.

AROUND the SQUARE 


Labor Day can be variously defined as: the end 
of summer; the beginning of the school year; a na¬ 
tional traffic jam; or simply an excuse for a long 
weekend way from the office. 

But the founder of the holiday, Peter J. Mc¬ 
Guire, conceived it as a tribute to “the industrial 
spirit, the great vital force of every nation.” 

v IN 1882, McGuire—a leader in the Knights of 
j Labor—-proposed that a day be set aside to honor 
Mhe working man. He suggested the first Monday in 
SSeptember, since it came almost midway between 
Imdependence Day and Thanksgiving Day. 

\ The Central Labor Union of New York adopted 
his proposal and held the" first Labor Day celebration 
ori Sept. 5. As McGuire had suggested, the union 
paraded through the streets of Manhattan, to show 
the \ strength and spirit of trade and Tabor organ¬ 
izations. 

Sliortly after, the Knights of Labor voted for an 
annual celebration. In 1884, the Federation of Organ¬ 
ized (Trades and Labor Unions of the United States 
and Canada—predecessor of the American Federation 
of ijabor—voted to make the celebration national. 

THE FIRST state to make Labor Day a legal 
holiday was Oregon, in 1887, according to The 
World Book Encyclopedia. The legislatures of Colo¬ 
rado, Massachusetts, New Jersey and New York 
quickly followed suit and, in 1884, Congress made 
Labor Day a national holiday. 

Labor Day now ranks with Independence Day, 
Washington’s Birthday and Thanksgiving Day as the 
most generally celebrated holidays in the U.S. 
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HOW DOES it feel to sud¬ 
denly take off for two years 
in Japan—to dispose of 
house, car and other en- 
snagglements—as Cliff and 
Dottie Stowell are doing?

The Negro lifted 
his hat in salute, and Jef¬ 
ferson promptly lifted his in 
return. 

“Grandpa, why did you tip 
your hat to that old slave?” 
asked the boy. 

“You wouldn’t wish me to 
let an old slave be more of 
a gentleman than I am, 
would you?” Jefferson re¬ 
plied. 

I don’t think we can af¬ 
ford not to be as gentleman¬ 
ly as the Russians have been 
this summer. Krushchev will 
come as an invited guest 
and if we have any insults 
to hurl, we should restrain 
them until he is no longer 
our guest. 

... 

ALL THE SAME, I don’t 
think we, as a nation, should 
look the other way while the 
situation in Southeast Asia 
gets all Laosed up. I have 
always been proud of the 
way we took the lead in 
stopping aggression in Korea 
and got 16 other nations to 
help us, and nearly all the 
world to approve. 

... 

THE FIRST time I met 
Chantry’s pack train on Stur- 
tevant Trail, carrying pro¬ 
visions, mining tools and 
United States mail to resi¬ 
dents in our mountain 
camps, I felt I had come on 
a genuine survival of the 
old West to which Sierra Ma¬ 
dre was the portal and of 
which it was a part. 

So I was delighted to read 
Bill Wark’s article about 
Charles Chantry in The 
News two weeks ago. It re¬ 
minded me that one doesn’t 
have to be a big wheel to 
render outstanding.service in 
giving a community distinc¬ 
tion. Many of us, for ex¬ 
ample, owe more of our 
fondndss for Sierra Madre 
and its guardian mountains 
to Freddie LaLone than to 
anyone else, because his love 
of our mountains has made 
us understand them better. 

And, in that connection, 
another Sierra Madrean it is 
always a pleasure to remem¬ 
ber is Bill Wark. You can’t 
help admiring the spirit of a 
man who, when jobs were 
scarce, turned professional 
wrestler in order to support 
his wife and baby, but kept 
studying so that he could 
prepare himself for the fu¬ 
ture. 

It seems to me that ever 
since I first heard of him, 
Bill Wark has been steadily 
improving himself, but nev¬ 
er at the expense of others. 
Some years ago Bill showed 
me some stories about our 
mountains which were so 
good I thought the Los An¬ 
geles Times or Westways 
should be interested in them. 

I think Bill knows a great 
deal which would be of val¬ 
ue to this area, and hope he 
keeps on putting it into 
printed words which can be 
saved in our Library. For the 
area is changing so fast that 
much will be lost unless it is 
so recorded. But, once re¬ 
corded, printed words may 
outlast great monuments of 
stone.

MB. K. COMES TO TOWN 

—The visit of Soviet Premier 
Nikita S. Krushchev is 
awaited here with a mixed 
feeling of relief and anxiety. 
Those who are tired of the 
“cold war,” as who isn’t, 
would like to see some sense 
of balance restored to rela¬ 
tions with the Soviet Union. 

On the other hand, there 
are those (munitions makers 
plus others) with a vested 
interest in continued hos¬ 
tilities, just short of war, 
who feel the visit bodes no 
good for their economic 
well-being. The Chinese 
Communists, too, apparently 
have misgivings about the 
trip. 

What will finally come of 
the visit no one knows. Of 
course it gives us an oppor¬ 
tunity to see up close the 
new ruler of the Soviet Em¬ 
pire. Is he a Czar, another 
dictator, or a man in his 60s 
just as tired of turmoil and 
adversity as his Western 
counterparts? The chances 
are this argument will not 
be settled by Mr. K.’s smiles 
or scowls. 

What does he expect from 
the trip? Is it just to satisfy 
the normal curiosity of a 
man who has never visited 
America? Or does he expect 
to Work out some sort of in¬ 
creased trade with the West? 
Is ll Mr. K.’s—and the So¬ 
viet Communists’ way — of 
saying that they, too, are 
fed up with talk of war and 
would like to go about 
building their country, man¬ 
ufacturing more consumer 
goods and enjoying the bet¬ 
ter things of life? 

Nobody knows for sure. All 
we know is that $2 out of 
every $3 of our tax money 
is going into armaments and 
at least one out of every four 
rubles collected by the Rus¬ 
sian government is going for 
the same purpose. 

* * * 

THERE ARE certain peo¬ 
ple in this country, and

probably in Red China, who 
will benefit from keeping 
conditions unsettled. All of 
us, I suppose, know individ¬ 
uals who just cannot stand 
prosperity, who are not en¬ 
joying themselves unless 
they are miserable. But those 
who want to look to the 
past for other reasons are 
also dangerous people, be¬ 
cause their motives may be 
economic (munitions lobby) 
or ideological (Chinese 
Reds). 

Let’s assume, for a mo¬ 
ment, that things do go well 
and that some working ar¬ 
rangement is worked out 
with the Russians. What 
will this do to the economy 
of the country when so much 
of our national budget goes 
for arms? The least it will 
do is to cause a big shift in 
industrial output. That may 
mean some men out of work 
for a long period of time, 
unless we “plan for peace” 
just as we plan for war. 

Will the government have 
a program ready to take up 
any slack in employment if 
the cold war should end? Or 
must we begin talk of the 
“horrors” of peace, just as 
we do the horrors of war, 
because we are unprepared 
for peace? 

So far as the Chinese Reds 
are concerned I am not sure 
what we can do about their 
anxieties. When they suffer 
internal reverses they need 
a scapegoat and Uncle Sam 
has been a handy foreign 
“enemy.” 

What happens to them if 
Mr. K. says Uncle Sam is a 
rather nice old guy who 
does not rattle H-bombs or 
use germ warfare? They are 
going to have to find some¬ 
one else to hate—and that’s 
not easy. w 

* * * 

PRELUDE TO WHAT?— 

Even assuming that Mr. K. 
is full of the best intentions 
in the world, there mudt be 
politicians inside the Soviet 
Union who also have a vest¬ 
ed interest in adversity, who 
stand to bertefit by prolong¬ 


ed international difficulties. 
What they may do, to undo 
the effects of a successful 
mission, are the main reason 
why thoughtful people in 
this Capital are keeping 
their fingers crossed. 

It was only 20 years ago, 
plus one month, that Josef 
Stalin- concluded his deal 
with Adolph Hitler that gave 
the Nazis the go-ahead into 
Poland and touched off 
World War II. It was only 
18 years ago that Japan sent 
two “peace emissaries” to 
this country, almost on the 
eve of Pearl Harbor. 

Now we learn, 20 years 
later from Mr. K. himself, 
that Stalin was a paranoid 
and from Asian historians 
we discover that the Japa¬ 
nese high command was 
deeply divided over the 
question of future relations 
with America. 

* * • 

DURING MY recent vaca¬ 
tion I received any number 
of messages from special in¬ 
terest grbups who were (un¬ 
consciously) hoping that the 
Soviet Premier’s visit was a 
great fiasco. The ones that 
were easy to understand 
were those of refugee organ¬ 
izations, Hungarians and 
others who have, even since 
Mr. K. has been in power, 
suffered from Soviet tyr¬ 
anny. 

But those who amused 
themselves with stories 
about Vice President Nixon’s 
“move to the left” and the 
Republican administra t i o n 
being soft on communism” 
left me cold. The irony of 
the Administration’s revers¬ 
als has not escaped anyone 
here, but there is too much 
riding on this visit for pea¬ 
nut politics. 

It isn’t necessary for the 
nation to go ga-ga over the 
Soviet Premier, But we don’t 
want to look so much to the 
past that we neglect an op¬ 
portunity for real peace, if 
that’s what the Soviet leader 
has in mind.

Story of Clark and Halfway House 


By Bill Wark 

The story of the Sturte- 
vant Trail could never be 
complete without the story 
of the little Irishman who 
came to our hills to Improve 
his failing health and for 44 
years survived weather and 
time, living high on a ridge 
looking out over mountains 
and valley. 

Joseph Edward Clark was 
born in 1877 and raised amid 
the green hills of Ireland un¬ 
til the age of 30, when he 
left to make his fortune in 
the new world. 

FOR A TIME he lived in 
New York and belonged to 
the National Guard which 
later gained fame during 
World War I as the Fighting 
Irishmen of the 69th. 

Ill health forced Clark to 
move westward to our dry 
mountain air. He first en¬ 
tered the Big Santa Anita 
Canyon in 1912 and secured 
a job helping Otto Linwood 
Roberts with his camp and 
fish hatchery. In those 
days people enjoyed hiking 
our sunlit trails and the 
mountain camps were thriv¬ 
ing. Noticing that many of 
the hikers were tired and 
thirsty upon reaching the 
camp, Clark decided to open 
a business for himself, at 
halfway point where hikers 
could rest and refresh them¬ 
selves before continuing. 

HE CARVED a little flat 


from a high ridge where the 
travelers on the Sturtevant 
Trail first glimpsed the 
depth and beauty of the Big 
Santa Anita. His original 
equipment consisted of (wo 
benches and a large piano 
box where he sold soft 
drinks and water. All the 
water was packed up a nar¬ 
row snake-infested trail 
from Caley’s spring, now on 
the edge of Chantry Flats 
road. 

Clark’s business flourished 
and he constructed a Half¬ 
way House complete with 
lunch counter and dance 
floor. Here on the high 
ridge people danced to the 
music of an old phonograph 
and the lights of the valley 
towns sparkled below. 

DURING THE WINTER 

months Clark trapped the 
surrounding canyons and in 
1917 caught a young moun¬ 
tain lion which he sold to 
Douglas Fairbanks Sr. for 
50 dollars. 

In 1919 business was 
booming and 5000 hikers 
checked the Halfway House 
during a single three-day 
holiday. Clark and Roberts 
went into partnership. They 
built a new and larger lodge 
at Roberts Camp and Clark 
managed the two operations 
for five years. 

DURING THE SPRING of 

1924, the hoof and mouth 
disease spread over the 
southland as a plague, keep¬ 


ing people from the hills. 
Their business was going 
down; Roberts and Clark 
dissolved their partnership. 
Roberts kept the Camp and 
Clark his home on the ridge. 

In the summer of the 
same year, a great fire raged 
through the mountains cast¬ 
ing clouds oi gloom as if 
forteiling the end of the 
groat hiking era—the end of 
Sierra M ad r e’s happiest 
days. 

FOR 15 YEARS Clark bare¬ 
ly managed to eke out a liv¬ 
ing, but the dwindling hik¬ 
ers and decline of the trail 
finally ended his business. 
Ever true to his faith, on 
Sunday mornings the little 
silver-haired Irishman would 
make his way from the hills 
on wobbly legs to attend St. 
Rita’s Church and then re¬ 
turn to his ridge. 

There he became a fam¬ 
iliar sight, sitting in the 
warm afternoon sun waiting 
and watching for the hikers 
and pack trains that would 
never return. 

UNTIL THREE YEARS ago, 
Clark refused to believe the 
crumbling trail and his Half- 
way House were through. He 
kept' his lonesome vigil. 
Failing in mind and body, 
Joseph Edward Clark was 
forced, regretfully to leave 
the mountains for the Coun¬ 
ty Home for the Aged where 
he died August 17, last year. 
He was never married.

Electricity

The predominant role of 
gas and electricity in main¬ 
taining the southern Califor¬ 
nia household was pointed 
up here recently in survey 
statistics compiled by the 
Commercial Business Service 
Inc. 

Donald Bailey, an official 
of the statistical firm, an¬ 
nounced the figures in a 
communication released by 
R. E. Harbicht, San Gabriel 
Valley local manager, South¬ 
ern Counties Gas Co. 

The survey was conducted 
in the summer and fall of 
1958, and took tabulating 
people into each residence in 
metropolitan Los Angeles, as 
well as into homes in an 
area extending from San 
Clemente in the south to 
Paso Robles in the north. It 
included inland areas from 
El Centro and Brawley to 
Visalia. • 

While on a national basis 
residents turn variously to 
gas, electricity, oil and coal 
to meet the needs of the 
home, over 99 per cent of 
southern California home 
owners use gas and electri¬ 
city—with gas usage leading 
the local field statistically— 
to the exclusion of any other 
energy sources in operating 
their major appliances. 

Virtually every home in 
southern California was 
found by the statistical firm 
to have appliances serving 
four basic domestic needs: 
space heating, cooking, wa¬ 
ter heating, and refrigera¬ 
tion. 

A relative newcomer a- 
mong major home applian¬ 
ces, the automatic clothes 
dryer, was found installed 
in 13 per cent of the south¬ 
ern California residences. Of 
these clothes dryers, 54 per 
cent were gas, 46 per cent 
electric. 

The gas used in southern 
California homes is either 
the natural gas piped into 
homes by gas utilities in 
settled areas, or the “bot¬ 
tled” gas sold as butane, 
propane, etc., in rural areas.
